Vol. xlv. p. T HE underwritten ambaffador of Spain is extremely furprized to underftand, that the 
14 prelate of Cloofteralt had been cited to appear on che 7™ of this prefent month by capt, 
Iterfom, pretended dreffard of Boifleduc, and afterwards committed prifoner to the cattle of 
the fame place, under pretence, that he favoured and maintained the party of the king his 
mafter, as he is obliged to do, as he is his legitimate and fovereign lord and matter, in re- 
gard that the difference of the country of Outre-meufe is not yet decided; and confequently ~~ 
the faid prelate, who is the firft commiffioner of the ftates in the dukedom of Limburg, is 
not difcharged of the oath of fidelity made to his majefty ; and all this by order and upon 
the letters of their high and mighty lordfhips, as appears by the authentic copies thereof 
here inclofed; which caufeth me to complain to their high and mighty lordhhips of fuch a 
ftrange attempt and novelty, defiring them moft earneftly, that they will order the faid capt. 
to releafe the faid prelate without delay ; and that he will forbear the like proceedings of 
force and violence for the future, being very much differing from the good correfpondence 
obferved hitherto on the behalf of his majefty. Upon this he expected a fudden anfwer, 
that fo he may be to inform his ferene highnefs the prince don John of Auftria.

Vol. xlv. p. Have nocthinge worthy of your trouble to imparte to you hence, and therefore fhall by 
22. this give you a moft perticular account of the bufinefs I fent the lafte weeke to his high- 


nefs by capt. Cleypoole. 
Upon thurfday the 28* ef Nov. major Jones and one Mr. Doyley, two bufie anabaptifts, 
came to mein the morninge, and told-me they were fent from quarter-mafter general] Ver- 
non, adjutant Allen, col. Barrowe, and col. Axtell, to defire, that I would appoint a time, . 
when thofe perfons might come to fpeake to me. And though I thought it was not ufual! 
for officers of the army to fend fuch a meflage after fuch a manner to their cheif officer, yet being 
willing to underftand what they hade to fay, I appointed to meet them forthwith. Soe foone 
as they came to me, Barrowe premifeing his and their acknowledgment of many perfonall 
refpeéts received from me, told me, findeinge themfelves of late not to have bin made ufe of, 
thatthey could nor with fatisfaction to their confciences receiv pay from the publique without 
docing fervice for it ; and that therefore they came to acquaint me, that they had uppon fo- 

* Jemn feekinge of God, and ferious deliberation with themfelves, reprefented to his highnefs 
and my lord deputye their refolutions to quitt their commands, and had therewith fent their 
reafons for their doeinge of it; and had likewife fignifyed, that they had referved the ren- 

_ dring up their comiffions to myfelf, asa perticular refpect. Wherefore he did in his own, and i" 
in the name of them declare, that they were from thenceforward difcharged frome any publique . 
imployment in the army. Soe foone as he had done fpeakeinge, Vernon draws forth his com- 
miffion, and offers itto me. I defired him to hold his hand, and told them all ; that this mo- 

tion of theirs was fudden, and altogether unexpected by me ; and fince that col. Bar- 
rowe hade declared, that they hade reprefented the matter to his highnefs and my lord de- 
putye, with the reafons induceing them thereto, and that I being a fervant to them both in 
the place I ftand in here, I thought it my duty to receiv their pleafure before I. determined 
any thinge thereon. ‘Whereuppon Vernon bid .me remember, what was declared and deli- 
vered by col. Barrowe, to witt, that they were frome hencéforward free from any publique 
imployments. And that that declaration of theirs, fince I would not receive their commif- 
fions, was as authentick for their difcharge, as if I had it which was repeated by them all 
one after another, And though I foone apprehended, that the manner of their addrefs was 
direétly contrary to all difcipline of warr, for officers, whoe have once fubmitted, and putt — 
themfelves under millitary difciplin and gouvernment, to quitt at their pleafure; yet being ra- 
ther defireous to confider the-matter, then difpute the manner, and findinge them inthatfl-

len moode, F defired, that fince they had foe well deliberated uppon the bufinefs (as I did per- A.D. 1656;~ 
ceive they had) and that they had foe firmely refolved it, as that they would not wait for his VY 
highnefs’s or my lord deputy’s pleafure, that I might have fome time likewife to. confider, | 
before I gave. any anfwer to fo unexpected a propofeall, But. notwithftanding all I could 
fay to the contrary, ont ftil] preft for an anfwere with all expedition, and foe we parted. 
J went home, and confidering the bufinefs and their peremptorinefs in their refolutions, forth- 
with fent an exprefs to his _highnefs, to give him an account thereof. Nowe though I refolved 
to have detained them, tll I hade heard from his highnefs, before I mett them again, yet 
findeing it was to noe purpofe to goe aboute to reafon them out of this their refolution, 
and that they had not that moderation, as to refrain the divulgeing it in the ftreets, and that 
not in foe decent a manner, as could have bin wifhed ;, I thought it neither fafe or conve- 
nient, efpecially at that jun¢ture of time, the towne being then foe full of officers, to fuffer.a 
bufinefs of that nature to be much blowne.uppon ;) for which reafon, and recollecting their 
peremptorinefs in declareing themfelves the day before, that they were thenceforward dif- 
charged, I apprehended sa under a neceffitie forthwith to declare my opinion : where- 
uppon the next morning, I appointed them to come to me that afternoone, at twoe of the — 
clocke. When wee mett, I told them, I was forry to find, that they were foe refolute in what 
they propofed to me the day before, in giveing up theif comiffions; and that it was noe 
pleafeing matter for me to receive them from perfons, whoe hade foe Jong ferved thé pab- 
lique as they hade done; If they quitted uppon a confcientious diflatisfaction, I knew not 
well what to reply; but I did hope, when I parted from them the day before, that they would 
have given me time to have reafoned the matter with them, and not have putt me on foe 
fuddain an anfwere, But fince confidereinge how pofitive they had bin, and that they had, 
contrary to my expectation, and that not in foe decenta manner, as Icould have ‘wifht, made 
it the talke of the towne, I thought myfelf concerned forthwith to declare my acceptance of 
their propofall ; and that I fhould take care, fince they infifted foe earneftly upon it, with- 
out any. provocation of mine;-and' much ¢ontrary-to my-delires, that they fhould be fairely 
difcharged the army, and fatished what was due to each of them ; and fince that they were 
refolved to retire, 1 fhould wifh them well in their private conditions, and fhew them all re- 
{pect befittinge the place I ftood in here; and hop’t that they will minde the promife they 
made the day before of ferveing God, and being allwayes readie to ferve the publique in or- 
der thereunto,-. Hereuppon they feemed.to exprefs their thankfullnefs, which when t 
hade done, they all.one after the other, with a great deale of freenefs (to fay noe worfe) de- 
clared the troubles, which were uppon each of their fpiritts, and were too tedious. to give 
you the-full of it, and lefs worthe your, paines to reade, ‘Vernon began, and as formerly, 
expreflinge feverall favours and perfonall refpects, which he hade received from me, revived 
the old clamour, and that only in generalls, to witt,: that the godly were difcouraged, and 
wicked men countenanced. Axtell followed, and fayd, that he beinge nowe uppon noe terms 
with me, might fpeake his mind freely ; but the fubftance of what he faid, was much to the 
fame purpofe with the former, only enumerateing fome perticular injuries, which he faid he 
hade received from me in relation to his command. Barrowe fpoke next with as much ve- 
nome as the reft, but to as little purpofe. Subtile-and grave Mr. Allen brought up the 
reare, and was more ingenuous then the reft in declareing, that the ground of his diffatisfac- 
tion tooke its rife from the firft change of the gouvernment, forefecing that they fhould be noe 
way able to anfwer the.end, for which they Grit ; and being nowe more fully con- 
~ vinced of it, anddookinge uppon:himfelfas formerly: difcharged by his:highnefs, he thought 
it beft for him to drawé to.a more retired! condition, "Ail which F patiently heard, and when 
they had ended this belching forth their difcontents, I was not willinge, findeing them ina temper , 
noe way capable of haveing things calmely and farely difcuffed, and doubting, beinge to contend 
with them myfelf alone, that they fhould then, as formerly, ly at in catch for advantages 
againft my words, to make any reply to the things they charged me with, being but the 
fame, which others of their partye have formerly vented in England, when they were dif- 
cuffed before his highnefs; and confidering they were but generalls, of which my confcience 
did noe way accufe me, I tooke leave of them, only tellinge them, that they were fad and. 
heavie charges, and if true, I had juft caufe to be deeply humbled for them; and invited 
them, that if any of them could convince me. by any perticular. initance of the truthe of this 
their generall charge, I fhould-gladly at another time receive it from them, Nowe although 
they pretended, that what they had thus generally charged m¢,with, was the ground 
of their diffatisfaétion, yet amongft all the venom they {pitt againft all:the:plane- 
nefs and freedome they were pleafed to ufe towards me, as laokeingeon Ives to. be uppon 


éven ground with me, they would neither nowe nor hereafter inftance any one perticular, 
whereon to bottom their general] calumnies, although myfelf and others have bin ever ur- 
ginge them thereunto. - I cannot deny, but my aétions, and the way I have taken for the ma- 
nagement of things here, haveing thwarted and checkt that exorbitant power, which they 
formerly exercifed, may probably have added to their other difcontents; yet it's aoeniony 

knowne, howe thefe gentlemen did with more than an ordinary infolerice manifelt their dif- 
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AK. D. 1656, contents, and that in as publick manner, as they could, againft his highnefs and the Sovern- 
ry ~~ ment, when his highnefs firft affumed it ; and howe they have perfifted and growne therein, is 
as well knowne; and that they have not acquiefced in their owne diffatisfactions, but have like. 
wife endeavoured to corrupt and feduce all others, whome they thought capable of receive. 
inge the ane of their faétious and troublefome principle. It has bin fince obferved by 
ici and fince ooo fome and of their owne partye, that whatever they might pretend to 
me as the grounde caufe of this their withdraweing, yet that the apprehenfion, which 
twoe ‘of them, namely Allen and Vernon, had of their being under his highnefs’s pleafure, 
and the mean efteem the other twoe had of their commands, with their generall diffatisfac- 
tion to the ernment, was the true and principall caufe, which induced them to it. And 
though they have faid, that the godly are difcouraged, I doe yet finde a generall rejoyce- 
ing in thofe, that are godly, fober, and well-affected, that thefe gentlemen have thus quitred 
their imployments, and none troubled but a few of their owne partye, whoe are more af. 
a  fliéted, that thefe gentlemen have thus befooled themfelves in this their action, rather than 
_feare any danger imminent to themfelves. I have noe more to add, but that (the Lord be 
praifed) affaires here are in a good condition both in the army and elfwhere, and remaine

In the pofief- YF Was neceffitated to omitt writeinge by the laft pot becaufe of my indifpofition, which 
oa . Jofeph 4 is yet fcarce removed, foe that I can now write but very breiflye, Wee ttill jogge on in 
Jekylelq. the parlament without docinge any thinge very extraordinary. Upon thurfday laft his high- 
nes gave his confent to ten lawes in the painted chamber, where there feemed to be a mu- 
tuall fatisfaction. The publique bills, which are but four, will be printed before the next 
poft, which fhal be then fent to your lordfhip ; and therefore I fhall not trouble you with 
any se ee of the fubftance of them, haveinge given your lordfhip fome account thereof 
heretofore, Iam glad to heare, that your affaires in IreJand are in foe good a pofture. I 
with ours here were foe too, That they are not, the reafons are playne enough, fome 
whereof I thall acquaint your lordfhip with by the next, beinge not able now to doce it. 
The affaires of C. S. doe not much advance: he hath ftill about 1000 men in Flanders, 
which he threatens to tranfport into fome parts of thefe dominions ; but he hath yet pro- 
. cured noe fhips, Nothinge is come from France. Wee expect col. Lockart here every 

, houre, beinge come from Paris fome dayes fince. The affaires of Sweden remeyned by the 
} ~~ Jaft letters much as they did by thofe before. A battle was expected betweene hym and the 
Pole. The kinge of Poland is in Dantzicke. 

For the patent to fir Charles Coote, I have moved his highnes therein, but finde fome 
hefitation esaial as I doe in all matters of this nature; which yet I doe not fend as his 
highnes’s anfwere, but fhall endeavor, as I finde my opportunitie, to get one more agreable 
to your Jordfhip’s defire. For the militia, I writt at large to your lordfhip upon it formerly, — 
whereunto I have yet received noe anfwere; and the truth is, I could fay fomethinge from 
what wee finde here in that buffinefs; but I fhall not now enlarge thereupon, and noe fur- 
ther enlarge at this tyme, more then to fubfcribe me

| May not doubt, but my laft fent from the Hague by the poft, and dyrected, as this, to Vol. xliy, p, 
Mr. Huet, came to your obferve. By this your lordfhip maye knowe, that God hath in 322: 

To his 
majefty I have imparted the fame nianyfcript I gave to your highnes, and after leaft in the

Vol. xlv. p. | brief, I think I may now tell you, things here are brought to an indifferent good pafs, 
Bests The Anabaptifts and others, whofe way and principles were inconfiftent with fettlement 
and our intereft, do find themfelves difabled from doing much harm.
